Blast rips 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) - A 


major explosion and fire ripped 
through the main building at Pump 
Station No. 8 on the trans-Alaska 
pipeline Friday, killing one person 
and injuring five. A spokesman for 
Alyeska Pipeline Service Co. said 
the pipeline was shut down immedi- 
ately. 


Officials did not immediately 


identify the person killed in the 
blast. ' . 


It was the second shutdown of 


oil movement this week as a result 
of problems at Pump Station No. 8. 
A nitrogen leak Monday afternoon 
caused a 2'-2-day shutdown. The 
station is at milepost 488. 


The fire, which began at 3:-15 


p.m., 
was under control by 5:45 


p.m. 
and "was burning out," Alye- 


ska said. Burning oil leaked out to 
a distance of 200 yards from the 


Palestinians seize 
jet with 50 aboard 


KUWAIT (AP) - Nine hijack- 


ers armed with guns and grenades 
seized a Kuwait Airlines jet with 
more than 50 persons aboard on a 
[light from Beirut to this Persian 
Gulf sheikdom, Kuwait radio said 
Friday. 


The terrorists, 
identified 
as 


Palestinians, treed 18 persons, in- 
cluding women and children, after 
the plane landed here, but de- 
manded that the jet he refueled and 
that 300 prisoners in various Arab 
jails he released. 


KUWAIT radio said the terror- 


ists had at least one submachine 
gun. 
grenades and several other 


guns. 


Airport sources said 45 passen- 


gers were aboard the plane when it 
was c o m m a n d e e r e d about 40 
minutes out of Kuwait. The nine 
hijackers were believed included in 
this total. There was no indication 
of how many crew members were 
aboard. 


The radio said Kuwait Interior 


and Defense Minister Sheik Saad 
al-Abdallah as-Sabah and two other 
cabinet members were negotiating 
with the hijackers from the airport 
control tower. 


The radio said the hijackers re- 


jected an offer of safe conduct by 
the minister in return for releasing 
the remaining hostages. 


Airport sources said the hijack- 


ers' leader identified himself as 
"Abu Tha'er" (father of the revolu- 


tion), a code name indicating he 
was a member of the Al Fatah 
guerrilla group. 


"We arc not terrorists." the 


leader was quoted as telling Kuwait 
negotiators. But the radio said he 
threatened to blow up the plane if 
an attempt were made to storm it. 


A spokesman for British Mid- 


land Airways in London said the 
plane was a Boeing 707 that his 
company had leased to Kuwait Air- 
lines. He said the crew of the hi- 
jacked plane was British and that 
other Britons were aboard. The 
radio said Kuwait's ambassador to 
Lebanon. Abdulhamid al-Buaijan, 
also was aboard the plane. 


Egypt's M i d d l e East News 


Agency said another passenger was 
Khalcd Abu Saud. a prominent 
businessman and adviser to Sheik 
Jaber el-Ahmed as-Sabah, Kuwait's 
prime minister and crown prince. 


The spokesman for British Mid- 


land said his company was in tele- 
phone contact with Kuwait and had 
a radio link with another Boeing 
707 parked at the airport. 


"Everyone aboard the hijacked 


aircraft is keeping calm, and 
they're all right," the spokesman 
said.

catered, and there should be no 
problem over food and water for 
some time."

Re- 
porters were not allowed into the 
complex, which contains several 
buildings. 


The newsman said. "The walls 


were buckled and bent in. Walls 
and girders collapsed in on the 
sirut'turc. A large amount of equip- 
ment was destroyed as exploding 
oil spread over it. Many workers at 
the site were pretty well herded 
into one area for safety purposes." 


A l y e s k a , the consortium of 


eight oil companies that operates 
the line, said one pump was operat- 
ing in the station when the explo- 


sion occurred and a second was 
beginning operation. The pumps, 
which develop lli.SOO-horsepower, 
push the oil through the 48-inch 
pipe. 


Workmen at the scene said they 


were starting up a second pump 
when some kind of obstruction de- 
veloped in a wire mesh screen, 
apparently diverting oil from the 
pipe into the turbine. The crude oil 
is highly combustible. 


Oil began flowing in the pipe- 


line June 20. Alyeska estimates it 
will take about 30 days for oil to 
t r a v e l to the pipeline port of 
Valdez. Tankers will take the oil 
from Valdez to markets in the 
lower -18 states. 


An Alyeska spokesman said the 


pipe itself apparently was not seri- 
ously damaged and they theoreti- 
cally could bypass the station, 
using other other pumps. There are 
12 pump stations to push the oil 
south. 


No Alaska-Japan 
oil tradeoff seen 
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WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Presi- 


dent Carter is expected to decide 
within the next few days whether to 
allow Alaskan oil to be shipped to 
Japan in exchange for oil from the 
Middle East. The outlook for the 
swap appears dim. 


A spokesman for presidential 


energy adviser James R. Schles- 
iiiRcr said Schlesinger presented 
various policy choices to Carter in 
a private meeting earlier this 
week. He would not say whether 
Carter already has made up his 
mind.

source said there might be little 
real advantage in shipping oil to 
Japan and a lot of strong argu- 
ments against it. 


One of the strongest arguments 


is the possibility that approving 
Alaskan oil shipments to Japan 
would provoke a wave of public 
outrage and lead to a congressional 
veto. 


In the prolonged environmental 


controversy over construction of 
the now-completed Trans-Alaska oil 
pipeline several years ago, the 
argument was made that Alaskan 
oil was vitally needed within the 
United States to reduce dependence 
on foreign oil. 


The Arab cutoff of oil ship- 


ments to the United States in Octo- 
ber 1973 emphasized that "national 
security" need to develop U.S. 
domestic oil resources, of which 
Alaska's Prudhoe Bay field was the 
only giant discovery in recent 
years. 


The companies which built the 


800-mile pipeline to a new tanker 
port on Alaska's southern coast had 
planned to ship the oil to the U.S. 
West Coast. 


But West Coast oil demand has 


not grown as fast as predicted and 
some Alaskan oil, already on its 
way through the pipeline, will not 
be needed on the West Coast for a 
few years. 


Meanwhile, there is no pipeline 


ready to carry the excess oil across 


t 


the Rocky Mountains to refineries 
and pipelines serving the inland 
markets which could use it in place 
of foreign imports. 


IF ALASKAN oil is to reach 


those eastern and inland markets, 
it must travel by tanker to Central 
America and across the Gulf of 
Mexico to ports and refineries in 
Texas and Louisiana. 


The situation has prompted 


suggestions that Alaskan oil be 
shipped instead to Japan, freeing 
Middle Eastern oil for direct ship- 
ment to the U.S East or Gulf 
coasts. 


An administration source said 


two of the Alaska pipeline oil 
companies, Exxon and Standard 
Oil of Ohio, have indicated some 
interest in an oil swap with Japan, 
but have not yet filed any written 
request for approval. 


This source said a swap would 


reduce transportation costs by 
allowing the use of foreign tankers 
whose rales are lower than those of 
the U.S.-flag tankers which must be 
used, under the Jones Act, if oil is 
shipped from one U.S. port to 
another. 


But in the law authorizing the 


Alaska pipeline and this year's 
amendments to the Export Admin- 
istration Act, Congress placed a 
number of restrictions on the swap 
proposal. 


It decreed 
t h a t Alaskan oil 


could be exported only if: 


—The president finds that U.S. 


consumers would receive lower 
costs. 


—Export contracts provide that 


the Alaskan oil could be diverted 
immediately to the United States if 
U.S. oil imports are interrupted. 


—Neither the House nor the 


Senate vetoes the oil export within 
a 60-day period of review.

Police in bar 
raid may face 
felony counts

The Los Angeles County district 


attorney's office launched an inves- 
tigation Friday to determine 
if 


felony charges should be filed 
against four Long Beach police vice 
detectives suspended from their 
jobs earlier in the day for their 
handling of an incident in a bar. 


Acting Police Chief Carl Cal- 


kins said the officers falsified re- 
ports of the incident. And witnesses 
have accused two of the officers of 
assaulting a bar patron who. Cal- 
kins said, was punched in the 
mouth and 
required stitches to 


close the resulting wound. 


"WE ARE obviously contem- 


plating felony charges against (he 
four detectives," Deputy Dist. Atty. 
Bruce Campbell said. 


He would not detail charges 


that might be filed against the offi- 
cers, but lawyers familiar with the 
case said assault with a deadly 
weapon would be the must serious 
felony count. 


Possible misdemeanor charges 


could be battery or filing a false 
police report. 


Indefinitely 
suspended 
were 


Detectives James Abrego, David F. 
Barbee. David R. Kennison and 
Leo F. Schmock. 


The suspensions were prompted 


by a videotape recording of the 
incident, made by the bar owner, 
who had installed the video ma- 
chine to monitor his employees. 


CHIEF Calkins said the inci- 


dent took place on April 14 when 
the 
four detectives went to the 


Brave Bull Bar, 1202 Long Beach 
Blvd.. and cited the 
bartender, 


Marvin Caukin, for allegedly serv- 
ing a drink to an intoxicated per- 
son. 


The vice officers said James 


Oschwald, a customer, interfered 
with their arrest of the patrnn. Wil- 
liam Bisardi, on a charge of public 
drunkeness. Oschwald was subdued 
by Barbee and arrested for alleged 
battery on a police officer. 


Charges against Oschwald, 


Caukin and Bisardi were dropped 
by City Prosecutor Robert Parkin 


on June 23 when one of his depu- 
ties, Ronald Brodsky, discovered 
that defense attorney Ed Daley had 
a videotape of most of the incident. 


The tape, Parkin said, showed 


enough to prove the detectives' re- 
ports "completely false." 


Oschwald, a bookkeeper, said 


in a telephone interview Friday 
that he was asked to step outside 
by Barbee and Schmock when he 
attempted to offer to lake Bisardi 
home. 


"I WAS TOLD to spread my 


hands against a bus bench, and 
then they (two detectives) began 
hitting me about my head with 
their saps," Oschwald recounted. 


"All 1 did was cover up. I never 


swore at them or touched them." 


One of the detectives allegedly 


hit him in the mouth with his sap 
on the way back into the bar as a 
warning against saying anything 
else. 


Oschwald said he required 27 


stitches to close the wound on his 
upper lip. He said two of the detec- 
tives remained in the bar during 
the assault. 


The detectives pushed people 


around, Oschwald said. 


Daley, the attorney for the bar 


and its customers, said the tape 
proved the detectives were in the 
bar for 90 minutes, not 15, as they 
wrote. Also. Parkin said the record- 
ing showed that the alleged drunk 
was served a mixed drink by bar- 
maid Lori Gibson, not a beer by the 
bartender, as the detectives had 
contended. 


THE TAPE machine was used 


by bar owner Robert Hicks to 
record the activities of his employ- 
ees, and it picked up the actions of 


• the detectives, who knew the ma- 


chine was there, Calkins said. 


According to various accounts 


pieced together by the Independent, 
Press-Telegram, prosecutor Par- 
kin, 
incensed by what was on the 


tape, took the news of the possible 
criminal misconduct to Calkins and 
insisted on an investigation.

The Chinese fighter pilot who defected to Tai- 
: wan on Thursday said Friday that the China he had 
left behind was a land of widespread discontent and 


1 disillusionment over frequent purges and political 
'shifts. 


"Whatever they say. no one trusts them any- 


more," Fan Yuan-yen, a Chinese air force squadron 
leader, said of China's leaders at a news conference 
in Taipei. 


He described the country as militarily too weak 


to launch an attack on Taiwan. The morale of the 
Chinese air force is low. he said, and its equipment 
is aging. He said it had 2.000 MIG19's and only 30 
MIG21's. Fan flew a MIG19 to Taiwan. 


Fan, who is 41 years old, said he was worried 


about the safety of "his wife. Tang Shin-lien, and 
their three children, whom he had left at their home 
in the town of Taiho in Kiangsi Province. He had not 
told them of his escape plans, he said. 


Fan seemed relaxed and cheerful as he ap- 


peared at the news conference, wearing his flying 
outfit 
He said he had defected because under 


Communist rule there was no respect for individual 
freedom and life was poor and miserable. 


The pilot said he had no idea what he would do 


with the bounty the Nationalist government was due 
to nive him — gold worth the equivalent of about 
$800 000 - for having flown here with his MIG19. 


He described the political situation in China as 


unstable and said that Fukien, the province oppo- 
site Taiwan, had been under military rule and was 
still in chaos as he left. 


In some villages in China, he said, people arc- 


starving and an increasing number of workers have 
staged slowdowns to show discontent. Elaborating 
on what he described as a lack of respect for human 
rights, he said people in big cities were often put to 
death arbitrarily.

Loose stamps 


After I waited in line at a local grocery store, the 


checker refused to accept my $5 food stamp because it 
wasn't attached to my book of stamps. I explained to 
her and the manager that' I had got it in change for 
purchases I made with a $10 food stamp, but they still 
refused to accept it. I later went to the place where I got 
the stamp, and I was told the store should have accepted 
it. Is this true? G.S., Long Beach. 


No. Under federal law, a store may not accept a 


loose $5 or $10 food stamp if its serial number doesn't 
match the numbers on the stamps in a person's book, 
nor may a store give a $5 stamp as change, according to 
a spokeswoman for the U.S. Agriculture Department, 
which supervises the food stamp program. Only -51 
stamps may be given as change or accepted as payment 
i.f they don't match the serial numbers in the book. 


S'ou can file a complaint against the store that gave 


you the $5 stamp as change by writing to the Agriculture 
Department's Food and Nutrition Service. 417 S. Hill St., 
Hoom IIOOA. Los Angeles. Calif. 90013, and this agency 
will investigate the matter. 


If Ihe store's name is stamped on the $5 coupon, the 


department probably will require the store lo exchange 
Ihe SS stamp for five $1 stamps. But if the $5 stamp 
doesn't bear the store's name and the store denies 
giving it to you, it will be your word against the store's, 
and you'll p'robably lose the $5. The federal regulations 
prohibiting stores from accepting loose $5 and $10 
stamps arc designed to cut down ou the use of counterl- 
eite or stolen stamps. 


Prison transfer 


Can Action Line find out where we can write lo get 


an inmate at McNeil federal prison in Washington 
transferred to California? The distance makes it almost 
impossible for his relatives to visit him, and we feel that 
such contact is very important to the rehabilitation and 
morale of this prisoner. Mrs. A.B., Norwalk. 


Transfer requests must be directed to the warden of 


the prison where the inmate currently is incarcerated, 
but it's unlikely that your relative would be moved to a 
California facility. McNeil Island is a maximum se- 
curity prison for inmates serving long sentences and 
l here is no similar federal facility in California. 


The male inmates at the federal prison at Terminal 


Island, a medium security facility, are serving sen- 
tences of less than five years. The Lompoc federal 
facility is a medium security prison usually (or inmates 
younger than 3(1 years: the Federal Youth Center in 
I'lcasanton houses inmates between the ages of 18 and 
i5. and the Metropolitan Correctional Center in San 
Diego is used generally for federal prisoners awaiting 
trial. 


The federal government makes prison assignments 


largely on the basis of an inmate's age, length of 
sentence and past criminal record, and then if possible, 
will try to place a person in the appropriate facility 
nearest his family, said a spokeswoman for the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons. Even if your relative met the criteria 
lor Terminal Island, that facility currently is full. If you 
want to file a transfer request anyway, you should 
address your letter to Warden. U.S. 
Penitentiary, 


McNeil Island. Steilacoom, Wash. 983S8. 


Contaminants 


1 have been told that chocolate and chocolate prod- 


ucts contain certain percentages of insect particles and 
that these arc allowed percentages. Can you tell me 
what these percentages are? J.T., Long Beach. 


The U.S. Food and Drug Administration has set 


what it calls tolerance levels for "defects", or filth, in 
certain foods which are virtually impossible to keep 
absolutely free from debris. In chocolate there can be no 
more than BO microscopic insect fragments per 100 
grams. Cocoa powder can contain no more than 75 
microscopic fragments or two rodent hairs per 50 
grams, and cocoa beans are considered contaminated if 
more than four per cent show mold or are insect 
infested or damaged, or if they contain 10 milligrams of 
excreta per pound. 


An FDA spokesman emphasized that these are the 


maximum allowable amounts of filth and most products 
do not contain tliis much. He said insects are regarded 
as n a t u r a l , harmless—if visually distasteful—sub- 
stances, which occur everywhere. It is virtually impossi- 
ble to process food that is completely insect-free, he 
said. Beans and other botanical foods such as berries, 
tigs, prunes, raisins, canned fruits and spices are partic- 
ularly susceptible to insect and rodent infestation. 


"There is no hazard from consuming insects," he 


*aid. "and no disease transmitted. If we told food 
processsors there could be no insects at all in their 
products, prices would go sky high." 


Contamination limits are set forth in the FDA 


publication. "Current levels for Natural or Unavoidable 
Defects in Food for Human Use that Present No Health 
Hazard."

Southland claims 


rare meteorite 


San Bernardino Counly officials staked their 


claim to a 4.5-billion-year-old meteorite Friday and 
issued a plea to the federal government to leave the 
.'!-lon hulk in Southern California. 


Dr. Gerald Smith, director of the San Bernardino 


County Museum where (he meteorite is now on dis- 
play, charged that federal officials "have conspired 
10 steal" Ihe 4-foot-long meteorile found in the Old 
Woman Mountains from "the 21 million residents of 
California." 


His remarks, made during a press conference 


w i t h Ihe meteorite as an imposing backdrop, 
launched a campaign by San Bernardino County 
officials to keep Ihe rare meteorite in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


The meteorite, discovered 16 months ago by four 


gold prospectors on federal land just east of Twenty- 
nine Palms, has been the center of controversy since 


11 was airlifted out of the rugged San Bernardino 
Mountains by a Marine Corps helicopter June 17. 


Bureau of Land Management officials have 


claimed federal ownership of the iron 
meteorite 


under the 1906 Antiquities Act covering national 
monuments and "objects of scientific interest." 


The federal officials have consigned the meteor- 


ile lo the Smithsonian Institution and scheduled it to 
be transferred to Washington, D.C., at the end of this 
month. 


Smilh and County Supervisor James Mayfield, 


however, told reporters they believe federal officials 
"have exploited the Western United Slates" by con- 
sistently shipping scientific objects to the East Coast. 


"Of 14 large meteorites found in (he U.S. — and 


all were found west of Ihe Rockies — 13 are on the 
East Coast." Smith said. "Only the Old Woman is 
west of Ihe Mississippi, and the federal government 
wants lo take thai away from us."

Bartender Marvin Cau- 


kin rolled a copy of the 
afternoon newspaper out 
on the bar's pool table and 
said he was afraid. 


He smoked Pall Malls 


and explained that he was 
the bartender the night of 
April 14. He was cited for 
allegedly serving beer to 
an intoxicated 
person. 


Customer James Osch- 
wald was accused of inter- 
fering in the arrest of 
another customer, William 
Bisardi, 34, a construction 
worker. 


Although the 
charges 


were dropped and the four 
detectives have been sus- 
pended for allegedly as- 
saulting a customer and 
falsifying their police re- 
port, Caukin thinks he 
may be beaten up. Even

Lead-poison risk 
on glasses cited 


; ; BOSTON (AP) - Children could be poisoned by 


lead-based paint on promotional drinking glasses 
distributed by the McDonald's restaurant chain, state 
officials warned Friday. 


Public Health Commissioner Jonathan Fielding 


said tests by his department and the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency revealed lead content up to 
18 times the legal limit in the painted cartoons on the 
glasses. 


Fielding urged parents to stop using the glasses 


and "put them out of reach of children." He s?.id the 
restaurant chain would stop distributing the glasses. 


State officials said the findings were relayed to 


the fast-food chain on Friday.

News firm ties 
to CIA alleged

WASHINGTON - Pent- 


house magazine says 23 
news employes of the San 
Diego-based Copley News 
Service were paid by the 
CIA to provide intelligence 
from Latin America. 


Joseph Trento and 


David Roman wrote in the 
magazine's August issue 
that the late publisher 
James Copley volunteered 
his.news service as "the 
eyes and ears against the 
Communist threat in Latin 
and Central America" in a 
1953 meeting with former 
President 
Eisenhower. 


Eisenhower 
reportedly 


told Copley that "your 
favors are appreciated by 
the country and will be 
reciprocated when possi- 
ble." 


THE authors said their 


information was obtained 
from secret White House 
and CIA documents now in 
the hands of CIA officials. 
The writers declined to 
name the supposed CIA 
agents or discuss how 
much they were paid. 


Charles 
Ohl, Copley 


executive news editor, 
said it'was "conceivable" 
that part-time reporters in 
Latin America might have 
received money from the 
local CIA station chief 
without the knowledge of 
company executives. But 
he said in the 13 years he 
has been with Copley he 
knew of no instances in 
which any Copley employ- 
ees received money from 
the CIA.

— Sparks from a steel tool 
or the breaking ot a cardi- 
nal rule against smoking 
in a mine were being con- 
sidered Friday as possible 
causes of a gas explosion 
t h a t killed four coal 
miners. 


The four men were 1.1 


miles deep in the P&P 
Coal Co. mine, retrieving 
equipment from an aban- 
doned seam, when the 
blast shook the 
mine 


shortly after 10 a . m . 
Thursday. Fourteen other 
miners who were working 
about 1,500 yards away es- 
caped unharmed. 


W i v e s o f t h e f o u r 


miners waited, not know- 
ing whether they were 
widows- (or nearly 
12 


hours before search teams 
reached the 38-inch coal 
seam and found their hus- 
bands' bodies. 


FOUR HOURS later, 


about 2 a.m. Friday, 
searchers finaDy emerged 
with the bodies of Harold 
Johnson, 33, and Randal! 
Wells, 29, both of St. 
Charles: Bill Perkins, 30, 
of Jonesville: and Danny 
Tester. 28, of Woodway. 


The four men appar- 


ently died instantly, a 
federal mine safety- o f f i - 
cial said Friday.

MOSCOW - The confer- 
ing of the presidency on 
..eonid I. Brezhnev last 
month has confirmed the 


iinmunist Party chief as 


he most powerful man in 
he Soviet Union, but it 
tins thrown almost no light 
m the persistent question 
if who will one day suc- 
:eed him. 


Indeed, the move may 


have complicated 
the 


problem of 
succession, 


since it consolidates the 
party and 
government 


leaderships in a way that 
could be increasingly dif- 
ficult to disentangle. 


Though Western diplo- 


matic analysts may haz- 
ard guesses about the 
most likely successor, the 
dynamics of change are 
little known outside the 
Kremlin's inner circle. At 
the same time, the present 
generation has shown no 
willingness to begin yield- 
ing its authority gracefully 
to younger men. 


THE ONLY indisputable 


fact is that the Soviet lead- 
ers are visibly aging. 
Even after the ouster of 
the'74-year-old Nikolai V. 
Pod'gorny from the presi- 
dency, the age of the 14 
full members of the Polit- 
buro averages G6: the six 
nonvoting members aver- 
age .close to 61. 


For all the rumors 


a b o u t 
f a i l i n g health, 


Brezhnev, 70, appears to 
be in charge, his consider- 
able! political muscle 
amply demonstrated when 
Podgorny, a Politburo col- 
league, for 17 years, was 
dropped. 


Brezhnev's 
domestic 


stature has, if anything, 
sjrown, partly because it is 
being constantly enhanced 
in the official press. His 
speeches have been put 
unto long-playing records 
;ind bound in handsome 
volumes that 
fill 
the 


.-,helves of bookstores. 


The adulation still falls 


short of the personality 
cults that built up around 
Stalin and Khrushchev. 
Some 
a r t i c l e s a n d 


speeches have likened 
Brezhnev to Lenin or 
hailed him as "vozhd," an 
emotional word meaning 
great leader, but he has 
maintained an illusion of 
collective leadership by in- 
volving Politburo col- 
leagues in his decisions. 


AS MORE than the first 


among equals, the politi- 
cal evidence suggests, 
Brezhnev can rule as long 
as he wants. 


But reports of flagging 


stamina, poor 
eyesight 


and hearing, wandering 
conversation and other 
concerns ranging from a 
jaw ailment to cardiovas- 
cular problems suggest 
that this is not to be. and 
that age is depriving the 
party chief of the resili- 
ence that was once his 
hallmark. 


An indication of 
his 


condition is the -delicate 
manner with which the 
official press treats him. 
His published official por- 
trait is years old, while 
more current 
newspaper 


photographs are retouched 
to minimize the wrinkles 
and gray hair. 


There has been specula- 


tion that Brezhnev, by tak- 
ing on the 
presidency, 


might be paving the way 
to honorable semirelire- 
ment, perhaps giving up 
his heavy party duties but 
remaining titular head of 
state. A projected consti- 
tution has created the slot 
for a first vice president, 
who could take on routine 
protocol duties. 


IF SO, the 
scenario 


runs, Brezhnev could yield 
his party post during the 
gala celebration of the 
60th anniversary of the 
Bolshevik Revolution this 
fall. That might explain 
why the other Politburo 
members were willing to 
let Podgorny be nudged 
into obscurity. 


The problem with this 


theory is that Brezhnev 
has done nothing else to 
suggest that he might be- 
come the f i r s t Soviet 
loader to relinquish power 
voluntarily. 


Moreover, history has 


shown the risks of predict- 
ing the successor. 


Stalin groomed Georgi 


M. Malenkov. but Malen- 
ko v lost out in the in- 
trigues after his patron's 
death in 1953 and wound 
up running a power station 
in Kazakhstan. 


Nikita S. Khrushchev, 


who won the power strug- 
gle, had favored Aleksei I. 
Kirichenko and 
Frol R. 


Kozlov. but Kirichenko 
was consigned to obscurity 
in 19liO under still-mysteri- 
ous circumstances and Ko- 
zlov fell mortally ill. 


Brezhnev, who himself 


seemed in disfavor in the 
early 1960s, became the 
ultimate beneficiary of the 
coup that deposed Khrush- 
chev in 1964. 


THE END of an era in 


the Kremlin has always 
prompted intricate maneu- 
vering that can take years 
to sort out. Brezhnev, 
after upstaging Prime 
Minister Aleksei N. Kosy- 
gin, had to move slowly to 
eliminate his other im- 
mediate rivals, turning out 
Aleksandr N. Shelepin in 
1975 and now Podgorny. 


Nothing so far suggests 


that the transition will be 
any smoother the next 
time, though whoever 
takes over will probably 
come from the Politburo, 
the only body with the 
power to make the choice.

of former Manson family member 
Leslie Van Houten, 27, was given to 
the six-man, six-woman Superior 
Court jury in Los Angeles Friday. 


The jury was sequestered for

"She's hopeful," said defense 


attorney Maxwell Keith as he left 
the courtroom. "She realizes it's an 
uphill matter because of the previ- 
ous trial." 


In rebuttal arguments before 


the case went to the jury. Deputy 
District Attorney Stephen Kay said 
Miss Van Houten "knew exactly 
what she was doing" when she 
stabbed Rosemary LaBianca. 


THE FORMER Charles Man- 


son follower is charged with first- 
degree murder in the slayings of 
Leno and Rosemary LaBianca on 
Aug. 10. 1969. and with conspiracy 
in the murders of Sharon Tale and 
four others the night before. She. 
along with Manson and two other 
women, were convicted in 1971. but 
she alone was granted a retrial 
because her attorney died during 
the first trial. 


She has admitted stabbing Mrs. 


LaBianca 
repeatedly 
a f t e r 
the 


woman was dead, but her defense 
has been that she acted as a robot 
under the influence of Manson and 
drugs. 


"BIZARRE beliefs alone are 


not enough." Kay said. "It is how 
they affect the capacity to commit 
first degree murder. And in Miss 
Van Houten's ease, it did not stop 
her from going through the requi- 
site mental processes" to cover up 
her involvement. 


He said she wiped off finger- 


prints hid in bushes outside the 
LaBianca home and burned the 
clothing she wore the night of the 
murders.

Children's agency 
sues Anita Bryant 
on crusade name 


WESTPORT. Conn. (AP) - A 


children's agency has sued Anita 
Bryant's antihomosexual crusade, 
claiming its use of the name "Save 
Our Children Inc." hurt the agen- 
cy's tund-raising efforts. 


The agency. Save the Children 


Inc.. based in Westport, filed suit in 
federal court in Miami on Friday. 


The suit asks for a temporary 


restraining order and a permanent 
injunction against the use of the 
name "Save Our Children," which 
Miss Bryant incorporated in Febru- 
ary. 


Harold Littledale, the agency's 


public affairs coordinator, said for- 
mer regular contributors have stop- 
ped donating. 


"We estimate our loss at $44,000 


for the month of June. This would 
have sponsored 229 children here 
and abroad for the year," he said. 


Littledale said he has received 


many inquiries about how the two 
organizations are connected. He 
said his agency was taking no 
stand on the crusade by Miss 
Bryant, just on its name. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A rise 


in the nation's jobless rate to 7.1 
percent in June, along with some 
other recent unfavorable economic 
developments, "may be the begin- 
ning of some serious trouble." a 
leading government economist said 
Friday. 


"We will have to be diligent 


and watch it very closely," Julius 
Shishkin told the Joint Economic 
Committee of. Congress after the 
government reported the rise in 
unemployment from May's li.S per- 
cent. 


BUT .SHISHKIN, the commis- 


sioner of the Later Department's 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, said he 
doesn't think the nation's economy 
is running out of steam, adding that 
he expects unemployment to de- 
cline again later in the year. 


C a r t e r 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 


economists were pleased by a sec- 
ond report Friday that showed 
wholesale prices declined six-tenths 
of 1 percent in June, the first drop 
in this key inflation index in 10 
months and the largest decline in 
nearly four years. 


A whopping 6.3 percent drop in 


farm prices accounted for most of 
the decline, as prices fell for just 
about everything produced on the 
f a r m except milk. There were 
lower prices for vegetables, grains, 
coffee, eggs, poultry and cattle. 


That was good news for con- 


sumers, who can expect to find 
their grocery bills are rising less 
sharply in weeks ahead, but bad 
news for farmers, who are faced 
with declining income.

FBI ransacks Scientology 
Church for lost U.S. 
files

WASHINGTON - FBI agents, 


carrying buzz saws, sledgeham- 
mers, crow bars and search war- 
rants, entered Church of Scientol- 
ogy offices here and in Los Angeles 
Friday in an attempt to recover 
hundreds of documents allegedly 
stolen from government files by 
church operatives as part of a 
wide-ranging and partly successful 
plot to infiltrate the IRS and the 
Justice Department. 


The raids were launched after 


the bureau received information 
alleging a complex and somewhat 
bizarre scheme by which the 
church evidently sought to gain an 
advantage in a succession of legal 
disputes with the IRS and other 
agencies. 


The scheme, as described by 


the government, included infiltra- 
tion of church operatives into 
federal agencies', 
surreptitious 


entries into government buildings 
and theft of government docu- 
ments. 


ACCORDING to a 33-page affi- 


davit filed in federal district court 
here in support of the request for 
the search warrants, persons work- 
ing on behalf of the church also 
allegedly forged IRS 
credentials 


and bugged a conference room at 
which IRS officials were scheduled 
to discuss the tax-exempt status of 
the church. 


Fewer than half a dozen such 


operatives are named in the affida- 
vit, and to date only one of them 
has been charged with a crime. But 
the affidavit contains allegations of 
a range of crimes that include con- 
spiracy, 
theft of 
government 


property and obstruction of justice. 
Justice Department sources said 
privately Friday that further prose- 
cutions would most likely be at- 
tempted if the evidence sought 
actually was found in the raids. 


An FBI 
official would not 


characterize the material taken 
Friday from the two offices, except 
to say that the raids were "ex- 
tremely productive." 


The information in the affidavit 


was based mostly on extensive 
interrogations of a former church 
official, Michael James Meisner, 
27, who was said in the affidavit to 
have admitted taking part in many 
of the acts. 


ONE CHURCH official, the 


Rev. Hugh Wilherc, said Friday 
that Meisner had in fact been con- 
nected with the church, but that 


this should not be taheii as meaning 
that anytliing he did was done on 
behalf of the church. 


He also said that Meisner had 


had a falling out with his wife, 
Patricia Meisner, who is a rank- 
ing official in the church, and with 
other church members. "He had 
some gripes and he left," Wilhere 
said. r'We haven't seen him in 
some time." 


A second church 
o f f i c i a l , 


Vaughn Young, the directoi :•! re- 
search, said in Los Angeici thai IK 
believed the whole episode might 
be a "total and complete ploy" by 
the government to discredit the 
church. 


He noted that the church has 


filed a $750-million lawsuit against 
the FBI and other government 
agencies, accusing them of illegal 
harassment, and suggested that the 
alleged theft of documents might 
be the work of an agent promca- 
teur. 


"They came in here :l '!:: 


o'clock in the morning with sledge- 
hammers and ripped the doors off 
the walls," he said. He snid the 


agents had search warrants but 
forced in the doors after a church 
member said he didn't have keys to 
the offices they wanted to enter. 


The raids, which were coordi- 


nated to begin at 9 a.m. here and at 
t> a.m. on the West Coast, were 
directed against an office in Wash- 
ington and at two separate loca- 
tions in Los Angeles. 


By early evening, seven hours 


after the start of the raid, agents 
were still combing through files in 
both locations, searching for-copies 
of at least 1C1 documents that Meis- 
ner identified as haying been taken 
from IRS and Justice Department 
files, and any other government 
documents that might also have 
been taken.

Asia cult ^nonsense9 


A young Hindu 
was 


asked what he thought of 
the Asiatic cults that have 
b e c o m e p o p u l a r in 
America. 


"As far as I have ob- 


served, they are just 
bunk," he said. "They are 
phony and naive and have- 
n't very much to do with 
the religions of Asia. 
Many of them are 
just 


money rackets." 


A f i r m believer in as- 


trology, he was also con- 
temptuous of astrology in 
America. In India, he 
said, astrologers are seri- 
ous 
professionals 
who 


spend their lives with a 
complicated art. It is 
more like a parlor game 
in America. 


The religions of Asia, he 


pointed out, are very old 
with rich traditions 
and 


high intellectual content. 
You don't become a Hindu 
by sitting crosslegged and 
admiring your navel. 


But the religions and 


pseudo-religions do seem 
to have quite an impact in 
America. Why? 


Prof. Harvey Cox of the 


Harvard School of Divinity 
with the help of graduate 
students, sought for an- 
swers which he discusses 
in Psychology T o d a y 
magazine. 


He found that the con- 


verts to the Eastern reli- 
gions are almost exclu- 
sively white young people 
from the middle and upper 
middle class. Their reli- 
g i o u s 
background 
is 


mostly liberal. Few come 
from strongly atheistic or 
unusually pious homes. 


Professor Cox discov- 


ered that the need for 
human friendship was a 
major motive. The young 
people t u r n to cults to 
identify with their peers. 
They also wish to experi- 
ence life directly "without 
intervention of ideas and 
concepts." Some are seek- 
ing an authority to tell 
them how to live. Others 
are disillusioned with civi- 
lization and are seeking a 
simpler, "more natural" 
way of life. 


No matter how simple 


and honest cults may be in 
their origins, they can be 
transformed into big busi- 
ness.

Because I 
wanted to play football, 
baseball, and I wanted to 
box. Of course, that was 
something that you didn't 
say around my father or 
my mother, either one. 


So 1 left home to go with 


my uncle, who had been in 
the war and was very 
touuh. 1 set him up on a 
pedestal. He was a good 
ball player, good football 
player, and a good boxer. 
I wanted to be like him. I 
just simply went to his 
house and 
I said, "I'm 


here and I'm going to stay 
— I'm 
not going buck 


home." And 1 didn't. 


Well, he raised me up 


and I almost became a 
prize fighter. I became a 
Hood football player. But 
this uncle built a plant and 
he took me w i t h him 
where we made cups and 
saucers and dishes.

wanted lo drink and eal 
seafood. One of my friends 


. said, "Yes. I'll drive you 


over." On our way back 
on Route 40, over the Alle- 
ghany Mountains, the fel- 
low said to me, "You won- 
der why I came with you." 
I said'. "Why shouldn't 
you? We've gone bear 
hunting, fishing in Canada 
every year for many, 
m a n y 
y e a r s . 
W h y 


shouldn't you come? I'm 
paying all the expenses." 
He said, "That's not it." 
And he didn't need to tell 
me either. "I came with 
you to tell you that you're 
no damn good." Those are 
exactly the words thai he 
said to me. I wasn't used 
lo anyone talking to me 
like thai. But when he said 
t h a t , something s t r u c k 
me. Normally, because I 
was 
a fighter, I would 


have backhanded him. hit 
him. But I sat there for a 
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long time as we were driv- 
ing over the mountains on 
old route 40, and I thought 
well, I wasn't brought up 
this way. He's telling me 
the truth. And the tears 
began to run down my 
cheeks as I sat there, be- 
cause here I was with 
everything that a normal 
person would want. Yet I 
was the most lonely per- 
son. 


Down the road out of 


Washington, Pa. there was 
a preacher who buried my 
f a t h e r and buried my 
mother. I asked him if he 
would pull over at the 
church. 5 o'clock on Satur- 
day evening. He said 
"Sure, I'll pull over." The 
preacher knew me real 
well. I had bought him 
high- powered rifles, out- 
board 
motors, different 


things, but we never 
talked about religion be- 
cause he knew how I was 
raised and he was a very 
aood friend of my father 
and mother. The organ 
w a s p l a y i n g a n d h i s 
daughter was playing that 
Saturday when I went into 
the church. I asked her 
where her 
father and 


mother were. She said 
they were shopping and 
would be back in about an 
hour. I went outside. God 
had been speaking to my 
heart and I meant busi- 
ness. I sat on the wall of 
the church and in about an 
hour the minister came. 
As ho got out of the car 
and came nearer, he could 
see the tears — something 
that he had never seen be- 
fore even when my mother 
and f a t h e r were laid 
away. I was hard, 1 was 
tough — loo tough to cry. 


The first thing he said 


w a s , "What's wrong, 
Gene?" I said, "Hank, I'm 
an alcoholic and not only 
t h a t . I am a w o m a n 
chaser. I am the worst sin- 
ner that God put on this 
earth. There's only One 
that can forgive me and 
that's Jesus Christ." He 
said. "Let's go in the 
church. Praise the Lord." 


We went in and I said. 


"I don't know how to 


pocket and fall about 50 
feet, I'd say, "Lord, if you 
gc' me down out of here, 
I'll never fly in one of 
these things again!" And 
then I'd head for a bar. 
That's the only prayer I 
knew. But my preacher 
friend said, "You just go 
up front and tell the Lord 
to forgive your sins, that 
you're sorry that you've 
been an awful sinner and 
just ask Him the same as 
you would your own father 
when you were a little 
boy." And I did. I started 
to pray and then on the 
other side of the altar, he 
started to pray. In about 
10 minutes the fire fell and 
I know that I was clean on 
the inside — that God had 
come into my life. 


A f t e r the prayer, I 


headed for home. When 
my wife heard me coming, 
she said, "Here he comes 
— drunk again." When I 
came in, she met me al 
the door. I put my arms 
around her and said, "God 
has come into my life and 
saved me and forgiven me 
of my s i n s a n d now, 
Helen, you are the first 
that I have to come and 
ask 
your 
forgiveness." 


Well, needless to say, she 
responded. "Jesus has for- 
given you and I forgive 
you." 


I started 
speaking in 


Christian churches telling 
what God had done in my 
life. I spoke in West Vir- 
ginia. Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
in Methodist churches, 
Nazarcne 
churches, 
all 


kinds of churches — you 
name them. One night, as 
I came out of a little Naza- 
rcne church and climbed 
into my brand new big 


• black Cadillac, Jesus said. 


"I want you to preach." 
And 
I started to laugh 


right out loud. 


Here I had 1200 people 


that were depending on 
me. They were my em- 
ployees m a k i n g 21,000 
do/en dishes everyday. I 
thought I was 
the only 


salesman in the world. But 
you know 1 didn't sleep, I 
didn't eat for 3 days. 


One evening we were 


having a prayer meeting 
in my home and there was 
a knock on the door. My 
neighbor went to the door 
and the person at the door 
said, "Is there a man here 
by the 
name of Gene 


Pugh? We want to sec 
him. We have driven a 
long way and we want to 
see him." I went out on 
the porch and they said, 
"We have a church aboul 
25 miles from here. We 
want you to come and hold 
n week's revival for us." 
"Why." I said. "Bless 
y o u r hearts, I c a n ' ! 
preach." But I looked up 
at the Lord and I said 
"Lord, you're working 
awfully fast!" 1 had just 


pray." The only prayer 
fid HIM that day that 1 


that" I had ever prayed 
would preach if He woulc 
open the door. 


Finally JJooted at the 
was when those old motor 
planes wou|d_hit an ajr 
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men on the porch and 
said, "All right. 1 don't 
know how 
to preach. I 


have to go away to the 
Seminary and learn the fi- 
nesse of preaching." They 
said, "We know better." 
And I went. There was a 
great outpouring of the 
Spirit and there were a lot 
of people saved. My wife 
went one night and she 
said that I got Zaccheus 
up the tree and never did 
get him down. But you 
know, the Lord takes dif- 
ferent people and even 
though I didn't know much 
about t h i s Book, even 
though I had no training 
aboul the good news of 
Jesus Christ, God blessed 
my stumbling tongue and 
people were saved. 


Well, I closed the meet- 


ing and started attending 
Garrett Theological Semi- 
nary. When I had finished 
I became ordained. I was 
a Bible-believing gospel 
preaches. I wasn't a mod- 
ernist: I didn't preach 
from the Header's Digest 
or Ladies' Home Journal. 
1 preached from the Word. 
It saved, it sanctified. 


Another part of my life 


was as a bank director for 
39 years. Even after I 
began the ministry, I re- 
mained as' a bank direc- 
tor. One day I was called 
to Columbus, Ohio to be 
examined by the United 
Stales government and the 
State of Ohio bank exam- 
iners. I sat next to the 
president of the board of 
the biggest bank ol the 
Slate of Ohio. Then the 
examiners began, 
"You 


mean to tell us that you 
sat on that bank board and 
you didn't know these 
tilings were going on?" 1 
said. "I did not." They 
examined and cross-exam- 
ined all of us on the board. 
It seems that things were 
going on t h a t shouldn't 
have been. 


I got home but 1 was in 


such an emotional state 
that! merely made it into 
the house and collapsed 
with a stroke. My wife 
called the doctor and the 
doctor called the ambu- 
lance and they took me to 
the Ohio State University 
Hospital. There, I had six 
doctors. I was paralyzed 
on one side al! the way 
down. They could slick a 
p i n in me a n y w h e r e 
whatsoever and there was 
no feeling. My moulh was 
drawn lo the side. 


There was a young lady 


that came in to see me 
and she brought a book.

I wasn't healed 
instantly but He did heal 
me enough to bug me.

I had been watching-tum 
every night but this'nigh't I 
heard him say, "There's a 
man sitting out thercthat 
doesn't believe in the-bap- 
tism of the Holy Spiwl-faut 
he's paralyzed clea?uI6*n 
on the right side.",^l~got 
out 
of my chair-and 


crawled over to the televi- 
sion set and he continued 
speaking, "I'm 
gojfigrto. 


pray and I have a wsr&of 
knowledge that if-Mial 
man will touch his .televi- 
sion set, he'll txCttffn- 
pletely healed." And; I 
reached out and did-just 
that. My wife wasSittuig 
there and when Pjlt^got 
through praying, I Started 
to speak in heavemylan- 
g u a g e and it almost 
scared my wife to.'dfialh. 
She had never heard.any- 
one speak that kind-of ;lan- 
guagc but I never .felt so 
good in my soul andCui.'m'y 
being and I got. UR.'.,and. 
said, "Mother, I'm healed. 
God has healed me. P'raise' 
God!" 


I had 
no I only been 


healed but had been giver 
the gift of healing^ iSince • 
then I have touched people 
with cancer and tlieircan- 
ccr has dried up. I have 
touched people with eye 
trouble, ear 
trouble,., all 


kinds of things and. they 
have been healed. Just 
three weeks before I 
moved to California a 
young lady came to me 
and said. "I want you to 
pray for my father. He's 
dying with cancer." And I 
said. "You're a proxy." 
And 1 said. "I'm going to 
pray with you and I have 
the faith lo believe that 
he'll be healed." I prayed 
for her and just two days 
before the moving truck 
came for our move lo Cali- 
fornia, the father came 
running to me.

I would like to pass on 


to you a valuable sugges- 
tion I received from a psy- 
chiatrist about handling 
an insult. 


In probing inner con- 


flicts he as any psychia- 
trist sometimes awakens 
the hostility of a patient 
who may flare up at him 
saying bitter and insulting 
things. The psychiatrist, of 
course, does not lake this 
personally for he is a 
scientist working with a 
problem. So he takes a 
scientific a nd analytical 
attitude and asks himself, 
"Why 
does this patient 


react in this manner? How 
does this reaction indicate 
how I may help him?" 
Usually by this dispassion- 
ate method, doctor and pa- 
tient soon have a good 
transference. 


Of course not many of 


us are psychiatrists, but 
we are all human beings, 
and sometimes uncon- 
sciously we stir up people 
so that they come up with 
unpleasant and vindictive 
reactions. It is then that 
we must become scientific 
in attitude, objective, dis- 
passionate. 
Instead of 


trading insult for insult, 
why not do what the psy- 
chiatrist 
d o e s ? 
Say 


calmly, "Let's analyze 
this person to see why he 
reacts to me in this way." 
Then work out a strategy 
to correct the relationship. 


For example, a man 


came to me recently, very 
disturbed. I tried to help 
him by telling him some- 
thing of what I have just 
told you, but he objected: 
"It's all right to talk about 
being scientific. But I'm 
riled up and I don't mean 
maybe. Do you know what 
that so-and-so called me?" 


"What did he call you?" 


I asked. 


"He c a l l e d me a 


skunk," roared the man. 
"He's going all over town 
telling everybody that's 
what I am!" 


"Well, let's apply the 


scientific method." I told 
him. "Are you a skunk?" 


"Of course not." he ex- 


claimed, in outrage. 


"Does being called one 


make you one?" I contin- 
ued. 


"Certainly 
not," 
he 


replied. 


"Then what he is saying 


is a lie," I said. "And ac- 
cording to an old German 
proverb a lie cannot run 


very far because it has 
short legs. Let him keep 
on saying it. Presently 
people will realize that 
you are not a skunk and 
they may even conclude 
that he is one. Take this 
scientific attitude and you 
will come out on top in the 
end." 


Well, I could literally 


sec this man rise to lofty 
heights of judicial imper- 
sonality. He actually be- 
came amused and, in 
t i m e , 
established 
a 


friendly relationship with 
the man who had insulted 
him. The incident made 
him analyze himself to 
ascertain what there was 
about him that had caused 
the other fellow to insult 
him. After all, none of us 
is perfect. He found and 
began to eliminate certain 
unattractive 
qualities. 


Eventually, the other man 
began to follow his exam- 
ple and this human con- 
flict between two honest 
men was resolved. 


If someone says some- 


thing about you that isn't 
true, saying so won't 
make it so. But. if it is 
true in whole or even a 
part, then of course you or 
I would want to correct 
ourselves as I am sure you 
will agree. 


If anyone will try devel- 


oping this scientific tech- 
nique of emotional control, 
he will become less emo- 
tional and even wboUy 
objective about insults. By 
keeping one's reactions on 
a high spiritual and men- 
tal level, one can banish 
the hurt as well as the 
cause. 


You can find the basis 


of this scientific method in 
the pages of the Bible. 
People who do not under- 
stand the practical value 
of that great book call its 
teaching theoretical. But, 
as a matter of fact, there 
isn't a vestige of theory in 
its pages. Its principles 
are the greatest collec- 
tions of sound, practical, 
and workable guidance the 
world has ever known. 


Follow these ideas and 


you will develop an ur- 
bane, philosophical de- 
tachment. This will give 
you emotional control of 
such potency that you can 
handle an insult or any 
other problem of personal 
relationships.

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Life cycle figures in new 
home mortgage concept

If you're Irving to figure out a 


way 10 borrow enough money lo 
buy a linuse. lake heart. The Cali- 
fornia banks are trying (o figure 
out a way to lend it lo you. 


The problem, as many would be 


homeowners have discovered, is 
Hie soarin" price of housing, which 
has required more money down 
and monthly mortgage payments 
thiit ma tie you wince just lo think 
about. It's just this predicament 
that has many lenders thinking 
about a new type of mortgage. 


"WE'VE GOT to tailor the 


morlMue to adapt it lo varying 
stages in the b'fe cyelc of the bor- 
rower." says Tony Frank, presi- 
dent of the California Savings & 
Loan League. "To have level-pay- 
ment mortgages as we do now is a 
slraichljackft into which not all 
borrowers (it. For example, for 
younti people, we need a mortgage 
iliat. permits lower payments at the 
start, when their income is lower. 
As their income rises in later 
years, their payments would go 
up." 


Frank would like to sec mort- 


gage payments figured as a portion 
of family income, say 25 per cent, 
so that the payments would auto- 
matically rise as the family's in- 
come increases. He notes that some 
lenders in the East arc able to offer 
almost 10(1 per cent financing, thus 
drastically reducing down pay- 
ments, by using a borrower's 
savings account partially as a down 
pa.Miient and partially as a reserve 
for reducing monthly payments. 


The technique, known as a 


Kill' mortgage, hasn't been ap- 
proved for California savings and 
loans, but is expected to be offered 
here soon. Frank thinks it's a step 


forward, but objects to the fixed 
monthly payments required. In 
fact, he would do away with the 
idea of 30-year, fixed payment 
mortgages altogether. 


"IF WE WERE reinventing the 


mortgage today, it wouldn't look 
the same at all," he contends. "To 
have the same fixed payments for 
360 months is ignoring the fact that 
needs of the occupants change, 
their income changes and the value 
of their house changes." 


Frank, who is president of San 


Francisco-based Citizen Savings 
and Loan, a major California 
lender, thinks mortgages can also 
IMS used to help older couples. 


"What an older couple might 


have is a great deal of equity built 
up in a home, but relatively little 
income and almost no chance of 
increasing that income — the re- 
verse of a younger couple." he 
says. "What could be done in that 
case is what's called a reverse 
mortgage or housing annuity, 
where they in effect presell the 
equity in their home and get a 
lifetime annuity." 


Frank says the reverse mort- 


gage, so called because the lender 
pays the homeowner instead of the 
other way around, can provide 
elderly couples with a way to in- 
crease their monthly income with- 
out having to sell the home they've 
lived in for years. 


"An annuity is simple," says 


Frank. "You go to a guy with a 
black book, tell him 'I'm this old, 
my doctor says I'm this old, and I 
am going to give you this much 
money.' Then he tells you how 
much a month he'll pay you for the 
rest of your life. There's no reason 
a lender can't do that." 


Frank offers the example of a 


couple with a $50.000 bouse and 


$10,000 remaining on the mortgage. 
The original mortgage might have 
been $40.000, he notes, so the 
monthly payments might still be 
quite high. Under a reverse mort- 
gage, the couple would pre-sell 
their $40.000 equity to the lender, 
who would use $10.000 to pay off the 
mortgage. At that point the couple 
would no longer have any monthly 
payments and the rest of the 
money could be used to set up a 
lifetime annuity for them. 


Frank would also like to sec 


what he calls a "forbearance fea- 
ture" in mortgages to allow for 
times when a homeowner is 
laid off and unable to make his 
payments. 


"If he or she is laid off through 


no fault of their own, they wouldn't 
have to make payments for six 
months or a year." he explains. 
"The payments would be added 
onto the balance at the end and it 
would give the people some breath- 
ing space." 


Mortgages also could be used 


as an "umbrella" for making other 
consumer loans, according to 
Franks. 


"THE WAY IT is now. If you 


have a $50,000 house and a $30,000 
loan at 8 percent and you want to 
borrow another $10,000, a lender 
will rewrite the entire loan and 
bring it up to a new interest rate," 
he says. 


"I'd like to see him pay the new 


rate only on the new money. It 
would still be secured by the home, 
but he wouldn't be paying higher 
Interest on the whole loan." 


Frank believes these and other 


kinds of flexible mortgages will be- 
come increasingly popular in com- 
ing years as lenders adapt their 
policies to fit today's higher-priced 
houses and changing requirements 
of homeowners.

COMPUTERIZED PRESS IN FIRST RUN FOR MACK TRUCK GRILLES 


High precision press switches easily 


A new computerized perforat- 


iny press that responds lo com- 
mands to switch (rom one produc- 
tion pattern to another—and does it 
without missing a stroke—has been 
installed by Diamond Perforated 
Metals, Inc., 17015 S. Figueroa St., 
ill Gardena. 


Diamond president David C. 


Hall described it as "a high preci- 
sion performer," accommodating 
ferrous and non-ferrous metals of 
all types as well as plastics, in 
thicknesses <!,., (.0151 in. to 'IK (.1875) 
in. and widths up to five feet. 


Its operating speeds range from 


100 to 300 strokes per minute. 


But, Hall said, it is the ma- 


chine's electronic features, de- 
signed in part by Diamond chief 
engineer Fabian Bogdan, that espe- 
cially distinguish its performance. 


Built by and purchased from 


Wcgncr Machinery Corp., Long Is- 
land, N.Y., it cost $250,000, 
including an electronic shearing- 
slacking system designed by Brig- 
dan that continuously cuts, counts 


and stacks processed sheets and a 
Bogdan-dcsigned automalic scrap 
conveyor. 


Controlled via a computer con- 


sole, the press can be pre-program- 
med for innumerable long- and 
short-run perforating procedures. 
Hall said, with ability to shift from 
one pattern to another without 
pause, including: 


t Spacing distances as wanted 


up to Vk in. between perforations. 


• Producing blank spaces be- 


tween perforated areas (margins 
lor the yet-to-be completed sheets) 
any width up to 2% in. 


* Simultaneously punching out 


six different perforated areas in a 
single sheet with six different spac- 
ings between them. There can also 
be a mix of perforated and blank 
areas. 


In one procedure requiring the 


press to stop briefly, it can be set 
to perforate holes as far apart as 
100 inches from each other. 


Such wide spacing often is 


wanted in perforated sheets made 
for cabinets, air conditioning units 
and other fabricated 
products, 


Bogan noted. 


Bogan described a feature he 


called "unique" that expedites press 
set-up time: a hydraulic motor that 
functions independently of the main 
motor, turning the crankshaft 
slowly while the flywheel remains 
stationary, giving the operator 
complete control during set-up. 


The machine is equipped with 


three other indepently operated hy- 
draulic motors. One is for ram ad- 
justment: a second, used in adjust- 
ing roll height to suit die heights 
while keeping sheets moving 
straight through the press; a third, 
used to produce Wank margins be- 
tween perforated areas. 


The press itself is powered by a 


SO HP variable-speed, electroni- 
cally controlled motor. 


It accommodates five ton coils 


of metal, positioned by overhead 
crane.

$30 Wllion 
in SJ Valley

FRESNO (AP^ — The market value of properly 


in the San Joaquin Valley has topped $30 billion for 
the first time, according lo assessed valuations for 
the new fiscal year. 


An Associated Press compilation shows assessed 


values in the eight-county region total $8.5 billion. 


Since assessments are based on one fourth of 


market value, San Joaquin Valley property thus is 
worth $34 billion, not including values for utility 
properties which will be announced later by the state. 


ASSESSMENTS on real and personal properly 


jumped $1.2 billion or 17 per cent this year. The 
county rolls were led by a 28 per cent increase ui 
Kern County which was attributed largely to boosts 
in mineral rights, primarily petroleum and borax. 


County assessment increases ranged from $28 


million in Madera to $550 million in Kern, which has 
the region's largest assessed valuation. 


Only three counties — Kern, Fresno and San 


Joaquin — exceed $1 billion in county assessments. 


However. Stanislaus undoubtedly will reach that 


level when an estimated $40 million utility roll is 
added to the $972 million county roll.

assessed values for each county followed by the 
increases from last year: 


Kern— $2.16 billion, up $550 million. 


Fresno— $1.87 billion, up $166 million.

On June 9. when (he Independent, Press Telegram broke the story 


of Gene Bartow's imminent departure for the University of Alabama, 
Birmingham, (his newspaper also reported that former Bruin assistant 
Gary Cunningham would sueeeed Bartow as head basketball coach at 
UCLA. 


The /. P-T is standing upon that story and UCLA officials will 


confirm the report this weekend, possibly as early as today, with the 
announcement of Cunningham's appointment. 


Despite stories to the contrary, such as assertions that Louisville 


IIIt.AOlilt 


coach Denny Crum was offered the Bruin position, Cunningham has 
been athletic dirt-dor J.D. Morgan's No. 1 candidate from the outset. 


Only Affirmative Action requirements of the hiring procedure 


precluded an immediate announcement of Cunningham's selection after 
Bartow's resignation was confirmed on June 14. 


Reached by the Independent, Press Telegram, the 38-year-old 


Cunningham said: "I'm around and I'm available. I'm just like 
everybody else — all I know is what I read in the newspapers." 


CUNNINGHAM, currently executive director of the UCLA Alumni 


Association, declined the head coaching position two years ago, when 
John Wooden retired alter annexing 10 national championships in 12 
years. 


He had served as Wooden's lop assistant for four years. 


But Cunningham has kept active in basketball, operating clinics 


and camps. 


A star forward under Wooden, Cunningham joined the Bruin staff 


as a freshman coach in 1%5. He had three undefeated freshman teams 
and a six-year record of 101 victories and 15 defeats. 


He received his doctorate in educational administration in 1971. 
Wooden has been outspoken in support of Cunningham since news 


of Bartow's departure first broke. 


Morgan declined comment on information obtained by the Inde- 


pendent. Press-Telegram on Friday that Cunningham has been selected 
to succeed Bartow. 


"All I can say is that I've been nieeting with our advisory 


committee and we'll have a new coach within the next few days." he 
said. 


MORGAN ALSO said he didn't want to get into a "long-range fight 


with Denny Crum" over reports that the Louisville coach had turned 
down an offer to coach at UCLA, his alma mater. 


"But it was interesting that Denny chose his press conference to 


net at his critics." said Morgan. "It was a strange press conference. 
Denny wouldn't answer any questions. 


''I don't know where Dave Hart (Louisville athletic director) got 


his information. All 1 ever said to him was that I was going to talk to 
Denny. 


"Naturally. I talked seriously with Denny, as I did with Gary 


Cunningham and Freddie Goss (UC Riverside coach). They are former 
UCLA players with coaching experience and I felt I owed that to 
them." 


Morgan added that he "told Chancellor iCharlesi Young right from 


llie beginning that there will be some people who will leel they have to 
make statements and some people will attempt to use us."

Reynolds testifies Rams 
violated player agreement 


JACK REYNOLDS 
Thought he was free 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP> - Linebacker Jack Itey- 


nolds testified in U.S. District Court Friday that 
Hams owner Carroll Rosenbloom has tampered with 
other clubs in violation of the new collective bargain- 
ing agreement. 


Reynolds and Marvin Crenshaw, chosen by Pitts- 


burgh in the sixth round of the 1975 draft, appeared 
at hearings on charges by 16 players that the new 
agreement between the National Football League 
Players Association and NFL is unfair because it 
reduces the freedom of the players. 


The players say the agreement is more restric- 


tive than the Rozrlle Ktile, which was declared in 
violation of antitrust laws by Judge Earl Larson last 
year. 


Reynolds' attorney, John Thomas of Los An- 


geles, said Ram general manager Don Kloslerman. 
on orders from Rosenbloom, called the Kansas City 
Chiefs and told them to slop talking with Reynolds, 
who played out his option. 


"Rosenbloom could wipe out their team," said 


Thomas, noting that the Rams, because of their 
healthy financial situation, could sign any Chiefs' 
player they wanted. 


"They (Kansas Cityi stopped fast after that 


phone call." continued Thomas in reference to the 
Chiefs' dealings with Reynolds. 


"I'm angered to find out the power he has," 


Reynolds said about Rosenbloom. 


Reynolds, a first-round pick from tho University 


of Tennessee in 1970, said he asked the Rams for 
S175.000 for each of the next five years and was told 
that it "was out of line." 


The Rams were thinking in terms of S80.000 to 


SlOO.OflO, Reynolds testified. 


"I thought I was free until they hit me with this 


bombshell." testified Reynolds about the new agree- 
ment, which has already been given preliminary 
approval by Larson. 


Reynolds said he spoke to the St. Louis Cardi- 


nals, who offered the middle linebacker $12-1,000 for 
one season. After the agreement. Reynolds testified, 
the Cardinals told him they would still like to have 
him. but they couldn't afford to give up the draft 
choices. 


Testimony is scheduled to resume today with

South Bend, Ind., office of his attorney. 


Attorney Robert Stephan said the suit, which will be 


filed in two to three weeks in an Indiana state court, will 
be based on Hunter's contention that the university 
violated its own rules and its contract with Hunter. 


The suspension came last week following a long 


ordeal in which Hunter and five other football players 
w«rc .charged with violating rules regarding visitation 
by women in the men's dorms. Hunter was the only one 
suspended.

Palmer crosses over, fires 67 


Putting grip no laughing matter 


ARNOLD PALMER... Can't believe it

TURNBERRY, ScoUand (AP) - Arnold Palmer 


is the latest convert to the cross-handed putting style 
that is gaining sudden, enormous popularity with 
golf's touring pros. 


"Phenomenal," Palmer said after a three-under- 


par67 Friday in the third round of the British Open. 


"There was so much difference in my putting I 


can't even believe it," said the delighted Palmer, 
who used the unconventional grip in a back nine of 
30, matching the record for this 106-year-old cham- 
pionship. 


Palmer, 47, the athlete of the decade in Uie 1960s 


and perhaps the most popular player golf has ever 
known, hasn't won on the American tour in four 
years. 


In that time, his putting problems have become 


legendary. 


He has tried everything — different stances, 


different grips, literally thousands of clubs and even 
gimmicks that have proved to be illegal. He's re- 
ceived advice, instruction, encouragement. 


Nothing worked. 


But by placing his left hand below his right in 


gripping the dub, he dropped birdie putts from 30 
feet on the 13th and 15th holes, scored on another 
from 15 feet and, on the 18th, made it from off the 
green, using the putter from about 35 feet. 


"I started the round with the normal grip and 


made a little putt at the first but missed short putts 
at the second and fourth," Palmer said. 


"I missed again on the fifth and sixth and 


decided I'd better do something. So I went cross- 
handed. I made a good little second putt on the 
seventh and decided to stay with it. 


"The difference was phenomenal." 
It's not a new style. The cross-handed grip has 


been in disrepute among the premier touring pros for 
decades. The current generation calls it "the give-up 
stroke." 


"The biggest problem about cross-handed, is 


that you're afraid everybody is going to laugh at 
you," said Mark Hayes, who used that style Thurs- 
day on his way to a British Open record score of 63. 


"Nobody's laughing at him now," Palmer ob- 


served. 


South African Gary Player also experimented 


with the cross-handed grip during Friday's third 
round, and Orville Moody used it in his upset victory 
in the 1969 U.S. Open. 


Bruce Lietzke, who is not competing here, is 


largely responsible for the current popularity of the 
unorthodox style, which he has used for years.

Lynn of the Boston Red 
Sox is making American 
League baseball fans 
throughout the country 
look a lot more knowledge- 
able as the annual All-Star 
Game approaches. 


Just a couple of weeks 


ago there were plenty of 
snickers, particularly in 
Boston, as Lynn main- 
tained a spot high in the 
fans' balloting for a start- 
ing outfield berth in the 
All-Star Game July 19 in 
New York. 


E v e n L y n n quietly 


admitted he didn't deserve 
such a big vote. However, 
he found the only way to 
silence critics — with a 
hot bat. Now, few will 
argue his right to open in 
center for the AL All- 
Stars. Without much fan- 
fare, he has regained the 
batting form which earned 
him an All-Star berth as a 
rookie write-in on the bal- 
l o t in 1975, and over- 
whelming selection last 
year. 


IRONICALLY, Lynn got 


hot almost at the same 
time the Red Sox went 
into a skid, falling out of 
the AL East lead in a nine- 
game losing streak. He 
was hitting just .221 on 
June 75, when he suddenly 
regained his form in a loss 
to the Yankees in New 
York. Now he's closing in 
on .300. In his first 10 
games since that woeful 
;221 mark, he collected 19 
h i t s , including three 
homers and three doubles, 
raising his average by 
more than 55 points. 


After less than two full 


minor league 
seasons, 


Lynn won a regular job 
with the Red Sox in 1975, 
earning the AL most valu- 
able player and rookie of 
the year awards with a 
.331 average, 21 'homers 
and 105 runs batted in. 
Locked in a contract dis- 
pute most of last season, 
he slipped, but still fin- 
ished with a .314 mark, 10 
homers and 65 RBI. 


Only 25, Lvnn appeared

Then, on 
March 25, he suffered torn 
ligaments in his left ankle. 
The left-handed slugger 
missed the first 27 games 
of the regular season. He 
still wasn't 100 per cent 
fit, but he hurried his re- 
turn.

Lynn said that rival 


pitchers still are pitching 
away, so "I'm trying to 
wait on the ball and hit it 
to left field." He's also 
going to the opposite field 
on off-speed pitches, par- 
ticularly in Fenway Park. 


"Freddie Lynn is back, 


all the way back," Boston 
manager Don Zimmer 
said. "Everyone in base- 
ball knows the man's 
going to hit. It doesn't 
take a genius to see that." 


The All-Star balloting 


has ended, with only the 
f i n a l results to be an- 
nounced. However, on the 
basis of this week's tabu- 
lation, Lynn appears a 
shoo-in. Teammate Carl 
Yastrzemski led outfield- 
ers with 1,790,687 votes, 
followed by Richie Zisk of 
the Chicago White Sox 
with 1,481,392, and Lynn 
with 1,320,944.

Flugelhornist and pianist Chuck Mangione Is a 


good, but not a great musician. He proved this Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights before sellout crowds at the 
Universal Amphitheater. 


Audience response was enthusatic. but one expected 


this since most paid good money for their seats. Besides, 
Mangione was the only person on the bill and it was sate 
(o assume that most were his fans. 


WHILE Mangione isn't an inept artist, this reviewer 


got tired of hearing the big band sound with a dash of 
funk thrown in every now and then. 


Mangione claims to be a jazz artist (probably be- 


cause Dizzy Gillespic gave him a horn at the tender age 
of 15), but he really doesn't deserve that distinction, lie 
sounded like Doc Scveruisen. which I consider a long 
way from jazz, even commercial jazz. 


What he did, was lean on his orchestra which is now 


22 strong. It is comprised of a largo brass section, four 
woodwinds, no strings and the combo—now a sextet—as 
centerpiece. 


THE SEXTET is composed of Chris Vadala. saxo- 


phones and flutes; James Bradley, drums; Charles 
Meeks, electric bass; Grant Geissman, guitars and Gap 
Mangione, Chuck's older brother, on electric keyboards. 


Valada played an excellent alto flute on "Soft" and 


Meeks sounded a bit like Stanley Clarke on "Listen to 
the Wind." As for Chuck, he was there, but wasn't doing 
a heck of a lot. 


One of the biggest responses be got Tuesday came 


when he held his flugelhorn and said, "My, this thing is 
starting to feel like a pqpcicle." 


True enough, the night was cool, but not half as cool 


as his music.

Following the J. Ceils Band- 


Foghat-Peter Frampton 
concert 


Wednesday at the A n a h e i m 
Stadium, one lingering question — 
not melody— surfaced. 
. Is Frampton petering-out? 


The rock idol of the prc-puberty 


generation offered a limited platter 
of musical morsels — mainly hits 
from his immensely popular 
t'rampton Comes Alive album — on 
which to satisfy an appetite for 
rock. 


Krampton's performance, in 


short, was — if not tasteless' — in 
need of a strong dose of spice. 


. . GRANTED, the hit-singles of 
Alive —"Show Me The Way," "Do 
You Feel Like We Do" and "Baby I 
Love Your Way"— were great 
crowd pleasers. 


But, there is a repetitiveness 


about Frampton's 
compositions 


that can be irritating — like a stuck 
needle on a warped disc. 


The three hit tunes, for in- 


stance, offer slight beat variations 
— along with the "talking" guitar 
.trademark — that attracts the lis- 
tener's attention for a period. 


But, without the Frampton gim- 


mick — a novelty that has its limits 
,— the works would suffer greatly. 
. 
For example, most of the other 


'Frampton pieces, including the 


• rock idol's album's title song, I'm 
in You, (a surprisingly anticlimatic 
tune for an encore) were sleepers, 
with monotonous lyrics and tempo. 


• 
Aside from his three hit singles, 


PETER FRAMPTON 


Frampton's best received songs 
during the 75-minute performance 
were creations of two earlier super- 
stars — Stevie Wonder's "Here I 
Am Baby" and Mick Jagger's 
"Jumpin' Jack Flash" — who 


offered fans a steady diet of rich 
compositions. 


Krampton, it seems, needs to 


develop more variety in his music 
to maintain the momentum of his 
earlier success. 


With added dimension, Framp- 


ton's music might reach the ma- 
turity many of his youngish fans 
lack. 


On the other hand, the J. Geils 


Band and Foghat delivered strong 
performances for the 55,000 rock 
fans that arrived at the midday 
concert by 3 p.m. 


Based soley on an educated 


guess, the older fans at Wednes- 
day's concert appeared to be at- 
tracted to the hard-driving rock of 
the J. G-eils Band and/or Foghat 
raher than the soft measures of 
Frampton. 


THE TWO groups, performing 


under bright clear skies, help set 
the festive mood for the audience 
— dressed mainly in swimwear — 
that sprawled along the stadium's 
baseball outfield. 


Adding to the festive mood, the 


promoters of the concert included 
an air devil show and a trapeze act 
— both designed to keep the natives 
charmed during the unusually long 
intermissions. 


As a credit to both the J. Geils 


Band and Foghat, the sideshows 
were not needed. 


J. Geils Band's finish song, 


"Nothing Like A Party," was had 
the partying crowd clapping its 
agreement. 


But, it was Foghat's energetic 


rock and cool abandon that stood 
the partying crowd on its feet, 
stomping and swinging, with hits 
from the three golden albums, in- 
cluding "Drivin' Wheel" and "Slow 
Ride." 


The group, demonstrating an 


unceasing stream of powerhouse 
rock 'n' roll, proved to be the high 
point of the concert that was need- 
lessly prolonged by the Frampton 
finale.

Long Beach water use down 24% in June

Walcr use in Long Beach dropped 24.3 


percent during June compared to the same 
month last year as residents observed re- 
quests for voluntary reduction, statistics 
showed Friday. 


Residents throughout the Southland have 


heeded calls for a voluntary 10 percent cut 
ill water consumption for the first lime 
since conservation efforts began three 
months ago, the statistics indicated. 


But officials of Southern California 


water agencies said consumers must keep 
saving at least 10 percent in order to avoid 
mandatory controls this year and to pre- 
pare for a possible third year of drought in 
1978. 


Keep it down, Southland agencies ask 


Blaine Vernon, a spokesman for the 


Long Beach Water Department, said the 
department's 24.3 percent drop in water 
delivery includes a 3-1.7 percent cut in 
water from the Metropolitan Waler Dis- 
trict (MWDl. which supplies hall the city's 
water, and a 10 percent cut in groundwater 
use. 


The conservation effort was helped by 


lower temperatures but hindered by less 
rainfall. Long Beach averaged f>8.9 degrees 
last month, compared to 72 degrees in 
June 197K. There was only a trace of rain, 
compared to .!•! inch a year ago. 


The MWD sold 17 per cent less water 


last month than in June 1976, according to 
John Lautcn, general manager. Lauten 
estimated that only about 10 per cent of 
that saving was due to conservation, how- 
ever. 


While w e a t h e r was "normal" last 


month, there was a heat wave in the last 
week of June 11176 which caused record 
water use and skewed the statistics, he 
said. 


Some of the savings last month were 


also due to some water agencies' pumping 


more groundwater to use less MWD water, 
Lauten said. 


"Just because we may have reached a 


10 per cent figure that we have been ask- 
ing for is no reason for people to relax 
their conservation efforts," Lauten said. 


He said the 10 per cent savings must be 


maintained through the rest of the year to 
keep an adequate water supply for 1978 in 
case a third year of drought occurs. 


"The next three months are critical, 


because Southern California traditionally 
uses a lot more water in July, August and 


September than at any other time," Lau- 
ten said. 


The Long Beach Water Department's 


Vernon said the 10 per cent saying was 
"encouraging" and "must be attributed in 
large part to our conservation efforts. 


"But we can't let up in the effort to save 


water," he said. 


Vernon said a slide show on water con- 


servation has been shown to more than 60 
business, civic and church groups. The 
same show lias been shown to school as- 
semblies of hundreds of students, he said. 


Brochures on how to save water have 


been sent to customers with their water 
bills, and another brochure telling consum- 
ers how to read their water meters is being 
prepared, he said.

Auschwitz survivor 
maintaining his vow

A full generation has passed 


since Ihe Xazis systematically 
starved, tortured and murdered six 
million Jews. 


The holocaust, a fading night- 


mare for many Americans today, is 
being re-examined this summer in 
a Long Beach Stale University 
classroom. 


Survivors of Nazi concentration 


camps have lectured in the course. 
A recent speaker. Mel Mermel- 
slein, was a prisoner for a year in 
the Auschwitz concentration camp 
in Poland. 


"Jewish men. women and chil- 


dren were actually gassed." Mer- 
meistein. now 50 and a Long Beach 
resident, recalls. "Thai's very dif- 
ficult to dicost. 


"Anyone who s u r v i v e d the 


death camp experiences made a 
vow they would tell what happened. 
Not for pity, but simply because it 
had never happened before." 


Mermeislein feels that most 


people, especially those born after 
World War II. simply cannot imag- 
ine Ihe magnitude of the Nazi 
exterminalion of European Jews. 


"I've spoken to thousands of 


students in high school and college 
classes," he said. "Very few have 
ever heard the name Auschwitz." 


BORN IN Czechoslovakia. Mer- 


meistein recalls April 19-1-1 vividly. 
His family — father, mother, two 
sons and a daughter •- was ar- 
rested by Hungarian fascists "for 
the sole reason that we were of 
Jewish extraction." 


They were shipped lo Poland 


"in packed trains like herds of cat- 
tle. We were told there would be 
food and work in Poland." 


On arrival, he was separated 


from his family. He never saw 
them again. After a year in Ausch- 
witz, the 18-year-old Mermeistein 
was transferred lo another equally 
infamous camp — Euchenwald. 


The c'.imp was liberated by 


American troops in April 1945. a 
month before Germany surren- 
dered. 


In a widely-published photo- 


graph of Buchenwald survivors 
laken five days after the liberation, 
Mermeistein can be seen in the 
background. 


Asked why Jews were led like 


so many sheep to slaughter, Mer- 
melslein said, "There's no clear- 
cut answer." 


At the time, he said, would-be 


sympathizers and the intended vic- 
tims themselves simply didn't be- 
lieve Ihe stories of mass murder. 


"A few concentration camp 


escapees told the civilized world 
what was happening." he said. 
"They were 
immediately put 


away." 


Me added that many European 


Jews were resigned to discrimina- 
tion and persecution during those 
years and that they "hoped and 
prayed the problem would go 
away." 


MERMELSTE1N has 
asked 


himself many times why he sur- 
vived and so many others died. But 
he has never dwelled on wondering 
if he deserved to live. 


"You can ask the questions." 


he said. "There is no answer. 
There's no heroism attached to it. 
You can only explain it through 
sheer luck. 


"I feel a touch of guilt for hav- 


ing survived. I was aware that the 
children were the first to go — to 
be done away with. 


"Yet, that knowledge didn't 


catch up with me until years later. 
My mind blocked it out. I became 
emotionally dead."

Mermelstein's only physical link to 
his past is a tattoo on his left fore- 
arm that shows the letter "A" for 
Auschwitz, followed by three 
numerals.

The paychecks 
Bellflower 


teachers receive next year will be 
identical to the ones they picked up 
this year with no cost of living 
increase, if the administration has 
its way. 


The Bellflower school board an- 


swered a teacher demand for a 10 
per cent pay hike this week by 
proposing no increase at all. 


Furthermore, the district ne- 


gotiator said Bellflower cannot af- 
ford even normal step increases 
which are based on length of serv- 
ice. The teachers requested the 10 
per cent hike in addition to these 
regular raises. 


Curtis Smith, director of per- 


sonnel and chief administration ne- 
gotiator, said Friday that Bellflow- 
er's fiscal condition precludes any 
raises unless the state provides 
more funding. 


"Our June 30, 1977 ending bal- 


ance is very minimal — perhaps 
$2,000," Smith said. "The school 
board would like to end 1978 with a 
$300,000 balance, and even that is 
terribly minimal for an $18 million 
budget." 


CREATION OF the $300,000 re- 


serve by next year will require the 
district to maintain tight budget 
controls during 1977-78, Smith ex- 
plained. 


"We're not even sure we can 


maintain the present program, let 
alone improve the program or give 
raises,"he said. 


The district hopes to receive 


$450.000 in new 
funds from the 


state, Smith commented, but there 
is no assurance that this will be 
approved by the legislature. 


"Until we find the money to 


bargain with, we can't offer raises 
or fringe benefits we can't pay

Red tape stalls water 
to Indian reservation 


SAN JACINTO (AP) - 


Two California Depart- 
ment of Forestry water 
trucks hauled 9,000 gallons 
of water Friday to the 
Soboba I n d i a n Reserva- 
tion, where about 90 peo- 
ple have been out of water 
intermittently since June 
26. 


The problem is due 


mainly to an out-of-date 
water system, which is to 
be replaced by next sum- 
mer. 


After the tank on the 


reservation ran dry about 
June 26, the Soboba Tribal 
Council sought help from 
the Indian Health Service 
and the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs. But both agencies 
said they had no money 
for 
emergency services 


such as trucking in water. 


Tribal spokesman Rob- 


ert Salgado hired water 
tank trucks to carry water 
from this city to the tank 
on the reservation 
about 


four miles away. 


The first 67,000 gallons 


of water cost the Soboba 
bank $48, but hauling 
charges boosted the total 
bill to $670. 


This week, that water 


ran out.
